BASIC LIBR/\RY SERVIC ES - The A6th Le^lMlatlvc Session overwhe Imin^-ly panned HB^27. 
which allocates one percent of the coal severance tax to the earmarked revi^niie account 
to the credit of the Static Library Co^ilssion to provide basic library services to the 
residents ol all countle* tlirouj;h library t ederat ii)na . Ba»ic library service is det ined 
as interlibrarv loan. The Montana State Library Commision has authorizi'd basic services 
to start no later than October I, 1979. The Stitc Library's initial pasTnent from coal 
severance tax funds will be madt" at the end ot the lirst quarter of FY 1980. 

County and city librarle-s formerly contracti^d for Interllbrary loan fron a federation 
headquarters library. Tills service will now be provided at no co^t. Twelve of Montana's 
56 counties did not participate in federations; they will now be eligible for Interlibrarv 
loan at no cost . 



IIBA27, as passed, also provided for participation in regional and national m-tworking. 
had been hoped that Montana State Library and the six federation headquarters libraries 
could join Washington Library Network (with Coal Board grant lunds) and the continuing 
costs of membersliip could be funded from the coal severance tax. llowevi-r, late In the 
Si'ssion, a restriction was added to thi- State Library general appropriation bill which

disallows the use of any coal severance tax funds in the State Library operational plan 



COAL BOARD GRANT - The Montana Coal Board on June 7, 1379, in Hardin^^noroved a grant 
in the amount of $82,600 to the Montana State Library for the purchase^OT^^icrof iche 
equipment for libraries in the Sagebrush and South Central Federations and for funds for 
membership in the Washington Library Network (\^JLN) for Parmly Billings iHbrary. 

The original application to the Coal Board sought $275,000 for initial costs for the six 
federation headquarters libraries and Montana State Library to join WLN, microfiche equip- 
ment and collection development at libraries where energy-related information requests 
have increased rapidly. The final request sought $150,000 for Parmly Billings Library *s 
membership in WLN, microfiche equipment and collection development. 

STATE LIBRARY BUILDING - The 46th Legislative Session approved funding for a building 
to house Montana State Library. The last issue of the Newsletter reported pre-plan funds 
were being sought in the 1980-81 biennium. 

The appropriation to build a Justice building was increased and the State Library added 
to that existing plan. The building will house the State Library, the Supreme Court, the 
Attorney General and the Law Library. The building will be located east of the Historical 
Society Building and north of the Social and Rehabilitative Services Building in the Cap- 
itol Complex. 

The staff of Montana State Library has actively participated in the planning stages and 
a compilation of "needs" was delivered to the Architecture/Engineering Division in the 
middle of June. Schematic designs were assessed and comments sent to the architect in 
October, November and December. The architect is Page-Werner and Partners, Great Falls 

A completion date of September, 1982, is a current target. 

MSL 1980 BUDGET - The 46th Legislative Session approved spending for Montana State Li- 
brary in the following amounts: 

$332,819 - General Fund 
277,944 - LSCA Title I and III funds 
610,763 - Total 

Of this amount $360,340 has been approved for personal services (salaries and benefits); 
$64,143 has been allocated for book purchases; and $186,280 has been approved for operating 
expenses (contracted services, supplies and materials, communications and travel, rent, 
utilities, repairs and maintenance and other expenses). 

In the 1979 fiscal year $342,645 was expended for personal services; $82,474 for book 
purchases and equipment; and $183,690 for operating expenses. 

WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE - Seven delegates and one delegate at large from Montana at- 
tended the White House Conference on Libraries and Information Services November 15-19, 
1979, in Washington D. C. Following are statements from two delegates about the Confer- 
ence : 

Hal Stearns, lay delegate from Helena - "It is my opinion that libraries all over the 

nation will gain greatly from the Conference — for too long have those of us who esteem 

books and learning been all too reticent and unagressive in pleading for this greatest 
of causes . " 

Karen Everett, library-related delegate from Medicine Lake - "The Conference itself 
started with general sessions and a Presidential address. We chose interest areas and 
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sepjraced into sn.ill groups of 15-20 to discuss our concerns, formulate rosolut ionb , and 
bring Lliese back to the entire Conference in itb last two days. 

Wc voted on the final resolutions, ranging fron an endor^e-^ent of free library services 
to encouraging better public relations lor libraries and librariins. The resolutions In 
mny respects were sir^ilir to those passed at our own t.overnor*s Conterence: the sa^e 
concerns and problens are nationwide."

Peggy Arnold replaces Mary Whitfield as head Librarian at Laurel Public Library. Mrs. 
iNThitfield has moved to Austin, TX . Peggy Arnold was roared in Laurel and has worked at 
the Library for two years. 

Margaret Stradley, Librarian, Belgrade Public Library for nearly 40 years, died April 10 
at the age of 68. 

Mrs. Ruby J. Hammer, Librarian at the Judith Basin County Library in Stanford for many 
years, died July 14 in a Lewistown hospital.

State depart- 
ment heads and elected officials have had the authority for some time to change the names 
of departments , agencies , divisions or bureaus and , therefore , the headings of state 
agency publications have been inconsistent. The File project was coordinated by a steer- 
ing committee of librarians, chaired by Harold Chambers, Documents Librarian, Montana 
State Library, from around the state. The File will facilitate the sharing of state pub- 
lications among Montana libraries and provides the necessary preparation for participa- 
tion in networking in the region and the nation. 

RURAL LIBRARIANS INSTITUTE - Six librarians from rural Montana communities recently 
participated in the institute '^Training for Library Change: Institute for Rocky Mountain 
Area Rural Library Directors*' sponsored by the Denver University Graduate School of Li- 
brarianship.

WESTERN ST ATES Mi \TERIALS CONSERVATION PROJECT - The Western Council ol Stat. 
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Libraries, Inc., has received a $49,500 grant from the National Historical Publications 

and Records Commission for a project to assess library and archival materials conservation 

problems and alternatives for resolving them. Western Council matched the grant with 
$25,000.

AACR2 - A second edition of the Anglo-American Cataloging RuJes (AACR2) was published in 
November, 1978, by the /\merican Library Association.
